London, Feb. 19. — A Washington 
despatch to the Times with reference to 
the editorial in that paper yesterday 
which wits cabled to the United States 
by the Associated Tress is us follows ; " It 
is agreed here that the governments 
would only be bound by a majority of 
the original members of the joint Vene- 
zuelan eommission." 

The Times editorial referred to ex- 
presses the conviction that a proviso to 
this effect would have to go with the plan 
for the appointment of a joint 
eommission. With reference to the 
growing agitation in America, in 
favor of a board of international arbitra- 
tion, the Washington dispatch to the 
Times says : " The movement here will 
lend strength to the movement in ling- 
land and Lord Salisbury will find him- 
self face to face with an organized effort, 
well led and formidably supported with 
unusual means of securing such atten- 
tion and support as will enable Presi- 
dent Cleveland to renew and press 
his proposal. All this might die peace- 
ably away if Lord Salisbury consented 
ton complete arbitration of the Ven- 
ezuelan dispute. Otherwise he is likely 
to find himself confronted with the 
necessity of saying "yea" or "nay" 
to some such scheme as that now 
pigeon-holed in Downing street. He 
knows well that the American executive 
will welcome any good occasion 
to revive this plan. He will 
see that that plan, hacked by the execu- 
tive alone, is one thing, but backed by 
both houses of congress and a strong 
public sentiment it is another, and is 
harder to put aside. It rests with Lord 
Salisbury to choose between that 
guarded, guaranteed arbitration con- 
fined to Venezuela or an unlimited 
arbitration, opening the doors to infinite 
mischief in the future." 

In an editorial commenting on the 
foregoing the Times contends that the 
method of procedure now suggested does 
not favor a rapid disposal of the disputed 
question, but would rather deal with a 
detailed investigation of different dis- 
tricts, which would be a work of time. 
" As to an acceptance of the general 
principles," the editorial continues, 
" the regular coursu would probably be 
that, the United Stales should formulate 
them for the consideration of the Queen's 
government, which cannot be blamed 
for waiting for somo more authori- 
tative presentation than has yet been 
made. Nothing is more harmful 
than to assume a more exact and defined 
agreement than really exists. What is 
wanted now is an exact understanding 
as a basis for the conditions oil which 
an arbitration ought to proceed. On 
the other band it is not necessary to 
wait until we can formally ratify an 
agreement on the whoie question. It is 
my probable that if the proposal for 
a joint commission were officially sub- 
mitted England would accept it forth- 
with with little or no modification. This 
would save time and would draw 
the two governments closer. It is quite 
a mistake to imagine as they seem to do 
in Washington that general arbitration 
lias any terrors for tlie British govern- 
ment. Mr. A. J. Balfour's recent re- 
marks in parliament ought to dispose of 
that iiiea. But general arbitration could 
never do anymore than partially induce 
either England or the United States to 
forego the right of sovereign states to de- 
fine by negotiation the case to be sub- 
mitted to the arbitrators."

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Sir Donald A. Smith Said to Be Endeavor- 
ing to Arrange a Settlement Be- 
tween the Governments. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 10.— (Special)— The 
Tribune states positively that the mis- 
sion of Sir Donald A. Smith to Winni- 
peg ie to arrange a settlement of the 
school question between the Dominion 
and provincial governments. Sir Don- 
ald hud an interview with Archbishop 
Laugevin yesterday, when it is under- 
stood the whole subject was fully 
canvassed. It is no longer 
denied in political and other 
circles that Sir Donald's mis- 
sion is to exhaust every means in 
his power to get some settlement of the 
question so as to relieve the embarrass- 
ment of the Dominion government. 
Premier Greenway was requested to 
have another conference with Sir Donald 
to-day, and he waited on him at 11:30 
when" a talk extending over an hour 
took place. The Premier would not, of 
course, unseal his lipa as to what took 
place, and Sir Donald was not asked for 
good and sufficient reasons. Other 
local ministers still decline to speak, but 
they all have a mysterious look, which 
indicates that there is something im- 
portant in the wind. The suggestion 
from Ottawa that the government may 
secularize the schools was not denied 
when the question was put. What the 
upshot of the negotiations will be will 
be developed in a day or two.

London, Feb. 20. — A despatch from 
Madrid says that several explosions of 
bombs took place between 9 and 10 
o'clock in the gardens of tho palace last 
night. No personal injury resulted. 

A despatch to tho Standard from 
Madrid says that General Castillo, the 
premier, has determined to ask Senor 
Oonvas to write full apology for his re- 
ferences to the United States in his 
lecture. 

A letter to tho Times from George- 
town, British Guiana, says that it is 
understood that as an outcome of an 
official visit to the frontier in the Uruan 
district, beginning in February, an im- 
portant despatch has been Rent to 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain. The 
British residents, it is further said, are 
co-operating with Consul Patterson in 
collecting data for his government on 
the boundary question. 

Baron Oscar Dickson, who has been a 
munificent patron of Arctic exploration 
discredits the Nansen report. He says 
that Dr. Nan sen's theory of a current 
which would carry his ship across the 
pole is not generally accepted by geo- 
graphers. But if Dr. Nansen is right on 
this point, it is impossible that the same 
current should have carried him back to 
the New Siberian islands. 

The dynamite which caused the 
catastrophe at Johannesburg tilled eight 
trucks which were being shunted. It 
caused an immense hole thirty feet deep. 
Every house within half a mile 
of the explosion was razed to 
the ground. Forty dead, nearly all 
terribly ^outdated, have already been 
taken from the ruin*, but the work of 
searching the debris has scarcely begun. 
Two hundred of the most severely in- 
jured were admitted to the hospital 
where several died. It is believed that 
only a few white persons were killed. 

All the powers, it was announced to- 
day, have recognized Prince Ferdinand 
as ruler over Bulgaria, in accordance 
with the request of the Sultan. 

The pardon of John L. Waller, con- 
victed by a court martial in the island 
of Madagascar of illegally communicat- 
ing with the Hovas and sentenced to 
twenty years' imprisonment, has been 
sent to President Faure for signature. 
Mr. Waller was formerly United States 
consul at Tamatave in that island, and 
the present action is due to the repre- 
sentations made by the United States 
government in the prisoner's behalf. 

An explosion of dynamite has oc- 
curred at Viedendorf, in the Transvaal, 
and the poor quarter of the town has 
been blown to pieces. Hundreds of 
houses are in ruins and the havoc 
wrought is frightful. A number of per- 
sons have been killed and the populace 
has turned out en masse and is working 
to rescue those who may be buried in 
the ruins. The windows of every house 
in Johannesburg were broken by the 
force of the explosion. 

King Carlos and the Queen of Portu- 
gal will go to Sant Arem to-morrow to 
assist the families of the victims of the 
fire during the artists' club ball. The 
number of bodies recovered up to this 
time from the ruins is forty.

RESCUED MARIN URS. 

Anxiety Over the Non-Arrival at Halifax ot 
the Steamer " Strathcarren " From 
East Indies. 

Halifax, Feb. 19.— (Special)— The 
crew of the schooner Clifford, wrecked 
off Halifax and who were rescued by the 
steamer Blackmore, reached this city 
to-night. The Clifford was owned by A. 
C. Jones & Co., of Halifax, agents of the 
Dominion lino steamers. She was in- 
sured in New York. 

The United States consul at St. Pierre, 
Miquelon, in a letter to the collector of 
customs at Halifax, conveys the informa- 
tion that a schooner was driven ashore 
at St. Pierre, bottom up, and Home 
wreckage washed ashore bears the words, 
" Caldera, Lunenburg." 

Great anxiety is expressed hero over 
the non-arrival of the steamer Strath- 
carron, now ten days overdue from the 
East Indies, with a cargo of sugar for 
the Acadia Sugar Refinery Company. 
She left Probolingo in November and 
Samarang, December 7. She passed 
Gibraltar January 10, and the last report 
from her was her sailing for St. Michaels 
on January 29, By this time, if not dis- 
abled, she must be out of coal. The 
steamer was commanded by Capt. S. 
Piatt and a crew of L'4 men. She is a 
steel steamer of 3,250 tons and was built 
at Port Glasgow in 1894.

They 
will secure for the new plant the most 
improved devices for making copper 
matte. 

An important strike was made in the 
Jumbo tunnel on Wednesday. The 
unnel has been driven about 140 feet 
diagonally across the ledge towards the 
hanging wall. The ore was found in 
solid mass and penetrated four and a 
half feet with no wall in sight. The ore 
is a beautiful iron sulphide with some 
copper. The strike goes far towards 
proving that the Jumbo is a big mine 
and means a great deal for the west end 
of the camp. 

NELSON. 
(From the Miner.) 

The bond on the famous No. 1 mine 
at Ainsworth has been taken up by the 
Nova Scotian syndicate who now own 
the property. 

The reports that have been going 
about to the effect that contracts have 
been let bv the Hall Mines for bringing 
ore down by teams are premature. 

Superintendent Johnson has nearly 
got his smelter ready for work again. 
The work of fitting new sheaves and 
clips to the tramway is still going on 
and will probably be finished on Tues- 
day, when it should be in working order 
again. 

The ranks of our professional men 
have been augmented by the arrival of 
Dr. Symonds. He came to this country 
as one of the surgeons of H.M.S. Royal 
Arthur, the flagship of the Pacific squad- 
ron. After eight years of service he re- 
tired on a gratuity and established him- 
self at Donald, but being attracted by 
the fame and growth of Kootenay h.is 
now como to Nelson and settled down 
amongBt ue. 

F. Aug. Heinze, the Butte smelting 
.capitalist, secured a contract from the 
Le Roi and other properties at Rossland, 
for about 75,000 tons of ore. He then 
proceeded to the details of his little plan,, 
which includes a smelter, a railroad and 
a few other trifles. The plans of the 
plant are very complete and the system 
is the latest and most successful. With 
practically unlimited quantities of ore 
to draw from the future of the venture 
has already assumed that roseate hue so 
pleasing to a man of Mr. Heinze's artis- 
tic taste. The plant proper consists of 
one 60-ton blast furnace; two O'Hara 
calciners of 60 tons capacity each; two 
roverberatory furnaces surmounted with 
four rotary calciners each, dust chambers 
and stack. When fully completed the 
plant will have a total capacity of about 
300 tons daily, hut it will be some time 
before that desirable figure is reached. 

Work is stopped on the Ajax and 
Ruby Silver. 

The Union tunnel on the Rueccau- 
Goodenough claims is nearly finished. 

Two new tunnels are being run in on 
the Cumberland. One is already in 360 
feet, and the other 180 feet. 

One hundred and fifteen cars of ore 
went out over the Kaslo and Slocan rail- 
way in January. The value of the ore 
nearly reached $200,000.

On tho claims themselves 
work will be commenced HB soon as the 
snow clears off. 

(From the Tribune.) 
This week 115 tons of copper matte 
were shipped by the Hall Mines smelter 
to the refinery at Kansas City, and next 
week another shipment will be made to 
the Balbee works at Newark, New Jer- 
sey. This is the first shipment from 
British Columbia. The matte shipped 
ran 50 per cent, copper and carried 2S0 
ounces silver to the ton. This reckoned 
at 64 cents an ounce for silver and 7 
cents per pound for copper, makes the 
matte worth $240.20 in Nelson. 

Recent assays on ore from the east 
drift in the Nickel Plate mine, at Boss 
lnnd, are said to show high returns in 
gold. In this drift, which is all in ore, 
a heavy mixture of chalco-pyrite and 
quartz is the principal component of a 
four-foot ore body. 

The Goodenongh owners, who have 
been putting in a drift tunnel, struck it 
rich the other day, the pay streak being 
fully eight inches in width and as fine a 
body ol ore as could be wished. 

A carload of pipes has arrived for the 
Washington concentrator and will be 
forwarded at once to the mine over the 
Kaslo & Slocan railway. 

The Chambers group will soon be ad- 
ded to the list of shippers. It is situ- 
ated on Carpenter creek, near Cody, and 
there is a carload of high grade ore 
ready for shipment. As the ore is esti 
mated to run 150 ounces, the returns 
should show a handsome profit. 

The Slocan Star is shipping two car 
loads of ore a day. 



TERRIBLE MINING EXPLOSION. 

Between Fifty nnd Sixty Men the Victin 
of a Colorado Disaster. 

Denver, Feb. 10. — A special to the 
News from Newcastle, Col., says: Be- 
tween fifty-five and sixty men were kill 
ed by an explosion in the Vulcan mini 
at 1 1 .20 o'clock yesterday morning. At 
that time the people above ground wen 
startled by a sudden report, as from n 
hundred cannon, making the earth trem- 
ble. People rushed out of their homes 
and places of business to see what had 
happened, and one look toward the Vul- 
can mine was sufficient, for a dense 
cloud of smoke issuing from the mouth 
of the slope met the eyes of the gazers. 
A throng of people were soon at the 
mine, nearly two miles from Newcastle. 
The force of the explosion had caused a 
cave-in, and the tunnel and air courses 
were filled with the fallen rock, earth 
and timbers. Both fanhouses were 
wrecked , and the slope and vicinity were 
80 full of debris and the gas was so bad 
that it was hard and dangerous work to 
begin the rescue, Willing hands were 
soon at work, and five men went down 
as far as possible to ascertain tho condi- 
tion of the slope and found it such that 
it will require much labor to recover the 
miners. The gas was so bad that after 
the party had gotten 200 feet they were 
compelled to recede. 

Newcastle, Feb. 19.— To-day when 
the work of rescue was temporarily sus- 
pended the Vulcan mine had all told 
yielded four of its dead as the work of 
twenty-four hours. How many more 
bodies remain within it is still somewhat 
a matter of conjecture, although the 
most reliable figures make (he number 
I'ortv-seven. Officials of the Vulcan 
Fuel Company have checked up fifty- 
one lamps in all that were given out 
yesterday morning. Probably it will be 
found that there were four or five more, 
but without any apparent question the 
number of victims will not exceed fifty- 
six.

VIGOROUS ACTION. 

The Government Forces Win Several Vic- 
tories Over the Insurgents Whom They 
Are Determined to Utterly Defeat. 

Havana, Feb. 19.— General Linares, 
while pursuing a number of insurgents, 
met and attacked a force of the enemy 
commanded by General Maceo on the 
Heights oi Porvenira, tifteen miles from 
Havana. The insurgents occupied good 
positions, but were driven from them 
with a loss of fifteen killed and a num- 
ber wounded. Later, while reconnoiter- 
ing, General Linares came across a force 
of insurgents commanded by Gomez. 
The latter was passing through a delile 
when the Spaniards opened fire, the 
artillery being brought into play as well 
as the infantry. The insurgents lost six 
killed and twenty-seven wounded. The 
sound of artillery firing whs also heard, 
and it was believed that the column 
of Spanish troops commanded by 
Colonel Segura and General Prata 
have been engaged with the enemy. 

At Cuanajales the insurgents, com 
manded by Varona and Sotolongo, havi 
had a skirmish with the Spanish troops 
The former left five killed on the field 
and retired with their wounded at the 
plantation of Jesefita, near Matanzia, 
and the insurgents under Garcia and 
Acevado have been routed by a detach 
ment of volunteers. The insurgents 
have also been defeated in skirmishes at 
San Quentiti and at Bodega de Kabana, 
where they left three killed and some 
arms. 

The government of Matanzas has is 
sued a circular stating that the Captain- 
General has directed that the planters 
in that province start grinding cane at 
once, and that they should organize at 
their own expense an armed body of 
men for the protection of their property, 
which force, it is said, will be assisted by 
the government guerillas and the regu- 
lar army. The circular makes it under- 
stood that it is the duty oi the planters 
to help the government in this manner. 
The latter will pay the guerillas for their 
services and will furnish the necessary 
arms and ammunition for the plantation 
guards. 

Capt. Gen. Weyler lias been busily re- 
ceiving reports from all the commanders 
of brigades and divisions in the field 
with their troops. Two days ago Havana 
was overrun with Spanish officers. Now 
the city is practically deserted. The 
officers have all received instructions to 
go to the field of active operations. 

Since the arrival here of Capt. Gen. 
Weyler a number of strange men, 
all unmistabably Spanish and all in 
civilian costume, have l>een seen on the 
streets of this city. They have been re- 
cognized as police detective?, the major- 
ity of whom iiave come from Barcelona, 
where many of them were conspicuous 
in the unearthing of the anarchist plot a 
few years ago. 

The imminent departure of the Span- 
ish Generals Canella and Garcia Navarro 
for home, ostensibly on account of their 
impaired health, gives rise to the rumors 
that the captain general is not on friend- 
ly terms with them, owing to un inci- 
dent that occurred when all three were 
in the Phillippine islands. It is also 
hinted that Martinez Campos left a let- 
ter in Porto Rica telling Gen. Weyler 
that Canella and Navarro had conspired 
against him. 

It is said several political prisoners 
were uhot hist night at the Cabanas for- 
tress. Antonio Lopez Coloma, who took 
part in the revolt last year at Kbarra, 
Matanzas, is n-ported to have been 
among the executed. A mulatto who 
came ashore from the Ward line steam- 
ship City of Washington carrying Cuban 
newspapers published in New York has 
been arrested. It is said he will he shot.

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year lS'Jti. 

Whereas by virtue of the "Municipal Act, 
1S92," and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
oorrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
aunuul revenue before the revenue for tho year 
becomes payable by tho taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real property, as 
shown by tho revised assessment roll of tho 
Municipality ol the City of Victoria for tho year 
1695, was $2o2,519.0o: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 18% payable out of the annual 
revenue betore such revenue for such year bc- 
eomes payable by tho taxpayers, it is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding $120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

See. 1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the .Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or lirms, corporation or corpor- 
alions.whomay he willing to advance the same, 
the sum of $1'J0,000 In such amounts and ut snch 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, In the opinion of tho Mayor and the 
Finance Committee of the Council, be required, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding five per 
centum per annum. 

See. The money so borrowed shall be ex- 
pended In defraying the current legal expenses 
of the said Corporation for the year IS90, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to tho lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the 31st day of December, 
1S90, out of the muuiclpnl revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. :i. The amount so borrowed, and interest 
thereon, shall be a liability of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of the municipal revenue for 
the current year, 18%, and tho form of obliga- 
tion to be given as an acknowledgment of 
such liability to tho said lender or lenders 
shall be a promissory note or notes as the sums 
may be required, signed by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee and the Clerk of the said 
Corporation, and bearing tho seal of tho said 
Corporation, all of which notes shall be made 
payable on or before the 31st of December, 1S9G, 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
back of the note to the effect that the liability 
of the said Corporation Incurred by said 
promissory note or notes shall be a liability 
payable out of the municipal revenue for the 
year 1896. 

Sec. 1. In tho construction of this by-law the 
expressions " land " ai.d " improvements " and 
"real property "snail have, respectively, the 
meanings given to them in the" Municipal Act. 
189.!," and amendments thereof. 

Bee. 5. This by-law may bo cited ns the '• An- 
nual Loan By-law, 189G "

the contract will be complete by the fall. 
The vessel is to be worth something be- 
tween $25,000 and $30,000. Her registered 
tonnage will be 110 and her dimensions 
otherwise will be as follow* : Length 
of keel, 100 feet; breadth, of beam, 20 
feet; and depth of hold, 12.' .j feet. She 
will be built of wood and 
in appearance will differ much 
from any local or Puget Sound tug, in- 
asmuch as it is intended to have her 
tlusb decked, thus showing compara- 
tively little house work. The crew's 
quarters will be mainly under deck. 
Flush decked tugboats have proved very 
popular and serviceable in the old coun- 
try during recent years, the absence of 
as much housework as possible in tug 
building being always considered 
an important feature. But sea- 
worthiness is not the only consideration 
Mr. Spratt has been mindful of, in the 
preparation of the plans; speed and 
power are prime requisites, for it is in- 
tended to have her the fastest tug in 
Northern Pacific waters. Quadruple 
engines of 50 nominal horse-power and 
capable of carrying the vessel at a l-l- 
knot rate, are to be placed in her hull. 
These were in use in the wrecked steam- 
ship Michigan for upwards of a year 
and proved to be the very best. New 
patent boilers, such as have recently 
been approved by Her Majesty's navy 
and are now in use in the Zenith City, 
one of the biggest freighters plying on 
the Great Lakes, will also form part of 
the vessel's machinery, and the most 
satisfactory of all considerations is that 
the boat can be run 24 hours on a con- 
sumption of only four tons of coal. The 
machinery is to be supplied by Spratt 
Gray, of which firm the owner of the 
new vessel is a member. Among the 
details in the construction of the new 
vessel, it might be mentioned that the 
hull is to be iron kneed and metal fas- 
tened throughout, a matter seldom at- 
tended to in wooden boats. In conver- 
sation yesterday Mr. Spratt stated that 
he was building the tug through no de- 
sire to compete with other people; that 
the steamer was going to do ordinary 
job work independent of all opposition. 
The new steamer will be slightly larger 
than the Mogul, which was lost in the 
Straits about a year ago; hut she will 
not be as large as the Lome. 

FROM THE NOKT1T. 

The steamer Barbara Boscowitz, which 
left here for the North on the evening of 
the last day of January, returned yes- 
terday morning. It was explained that 
the cause of her long delay was the pre- 
vailing rough weather. Snow lies on 
the ground three feet deep up North, 
and at Aberdeen the steamer reports 
about seven feet on the level. Having 
been to Queen Charlotte island, the 
steamer was necessarily longer away 
than usual, hut she was further detained 
there by the weather. She heard 
nothing whatever of the missing ship 
Cadzow Forest, which is now being 
searched for by American and Canadian 
government steamers. The steamer 
Georgia, which sank alongside the wharf 
at the Rivers Inlet cannery is, accord- 
ing to the Boscowitz, now afloat. As 
freight the Boscowitz brought few con- 
signments, the principal being 300 odd 
cases of salmon from Draney's cannery. 
The steamer's passengers were: W. H. 
Dempster, W. Leigh, .Mrs. Cooker, Mrs. 
Foulu, J. A. Carthew, S. W. Brewster, 
Constable VVilliscroft, who came down 
in charge of a couple of Indian prisoners, 
and C, Todd, Indian agent at Methla- 
kathla.

UN ITS DIGNITY. 

The U. S. Government Vexed and Annoyed 
Over What a Spanish Officer is 
Keportcd to Have Said 

Madrid, Feb. 19. — The Imparcial to- 
day credits the story published by the 
Heraldo yesterday that Mr. Uannis Tay- 
lor, United States minister here, has ad- 
dressed a curt note to the Spanish gov- 
ernment demanding explanations re- 
garding an address delivered before a 
geographical society by Senor Corvas, 
who commanded "the caravel Santa 
Maria, which was sent by Spain to the 
Columbian exposition. In this address 
Senor Corvas gave the impressions of 
his visit to the United States, but it 
would seem that he undoubtedly used 
language which was offensive to the 
United States minister, hence the letter 
demanding an explanation. The Impar- 
cial asserts that .Mr. Taylor's demand 
was couched in hurtful language, adding 
" it seems to be the acme of sensitive- 
ness. Our international relations show- 
greater grievances than this." 

The minister of marine, Admiral Jose 
Marie de Beranger, resents according to 
the Heraldo, the tone of Mr. Taylor's 
note, considering it unjustified as the 
address of Senor Carvas was delivered 
before a private geographical society. 

The Imparcial takes the same grounds, 
saying that the United States minister's 
demand is entirely unprecedented, as 
the geographical society before which 
the address was made is not an official 
body. The Imparcial adds ironically: 
"There is no doubt that this develop- 
ment of international law may be intro- 
duced by the United States into any 
case, and it is a very striking testimony 
ot the relations existing between the two 
governments." 

Senor Corvas, it appears, asserted that 
the moral atmosphere of the United 
States was very detective and that fam- 
ily relations lacked much to be desired. 
Education, he also said, while wide- 
spread, was only on the surface, and 
American politicians, he added, leive 
no prestige. He concluded with re- 
marking that everything in America is 
sacrificed to the almighty dollar, and 
that the business and materialities of 
life drown all noble sentiment. 

Admiral Beranger, minister of marine, 
has made an investigation as to the cir- 
cumstances of the address delivered by 
Senor Corvas. The latter has denied 
the accuracy of the extracts from his 
lecture whk'.h was published in the 
press, and has said there was nothing in 
it offensive to America. The government 
has ofl'ered Mr. Taylor satisfactory as- 
surances of its sincere friendship for the 
American nation.

The remedial bill is discussed very 
freely in the Eastern newspapers. 
Those that support the Government, as 
might be expected, notice it favorably, 
and the criticisms of such of the opposi- 
tion newspapers as we have seen, are 
not very severe. The Montreal Star, 
which has for some time been singularly 
non-partisan, evidently considers it a 
good measure. This is what it says of it: 

The Remedial Bill submitted to Par- 
liament yesterday will strike impartial 
critics as eminently lair to both I'ro- 
testants and Catholics in its intentions 
at least. That it will be completely sat- 
isfactory to the extremists of either sec- 
tion is neither to be expected nor de- 
sired. The main principle of the hill, 
the application of the proceeds of school 
taxes levied upon Roman Catholics to 
i lie purposes of Human Catholic educa- 
tion, is scarcely open to question or 
cavil. Any man who quarrels with that 
would not be satisfied even if Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell and Mr. Clarke Wallace 
were to go to Manitoba and teach Ro- 
man Catholic dogma in the separate 
schools themselves. 

The trainers of the bill have been at 
great pains, and have shown consider- 
able ingenuity in making the law ns 
little coercive and offensive as possible 
in its working. A time will come (prob- 
ably soon after the next general elec- 
tions) when the Manitoba school ques- 
tion will cease to be an issue in either 
Dominion or Provincial politics, but 
there will remain in operation the separ- 
ate school law, which might lie a cause 
of local irritation for many years, if 
always operated by an authority out- 
side the province. In this matter the 
Dominion Government has shown more 
regard for provincial autonomy in the 
future than lias been displayed by the 
tireenway Government. If the bill be- 
comes law, not only will Mr. tireenway 
have an opportunity of accepting it, and 
with it the responsibility of carrying 
out its provisions, but any future pro- 
vincial administration, which may not 
be embarrassed by the exigencies of Do- 
minion party politics, will have the 
same option. Thus the duty of ap- 
pointing a Roman Catholic Board of 
Education for Manitoba is assigned in 
the first place to the Manitoba Govern- 
ment. Only in the event of its fail- 
ure to act is the Dominion Government 
authorized to appoint a Board; and 
every year, by the retirement of three 
members, the Provincial Government 
of the day will have an opportunity of 
exercising its authority in this matter. 
Again, while to the municipal authori- 
ties is assigned the duty of levying and 
collecting the Roman Catholic school as- 
sessments, only in the event of the fail- 
ure of any of them to act, is the Pro- 
vincial Roman Catholic Board of Edu- 
cation authorized to act for them. The 
bill appears to be an honest attempt to 
make a law which shall be operative, 
preferably by the co-operation of pro- 
vincial authority, but any way, opera- 
tive. To have framed a bill which 
should depend for its operation wholly 
and entirely upon a provincial executive 
which is resolved in advance not to assist 
in its execution would have been a 
mockery and a sham. 

The most embarrassing part of the 
new arrangement will be the division of 
the public grant in aid of the mainten- 
ance of schools. The disposition of the 
revenue of the province is wholly in the 
power of its legislature. The federal 
government cannot compel it to give a 
pro rata part of it to the schools of the 
minority. All, therefore, that the reme- 
dial law does is to assert the right of the 
minority to a proportionate share of the 
grant, leaving it to the sense of justice 
of the legislature whether it will give or 
withhold that Bhare. This is what the 
Minister of Justice said about this very 
delicate part of the subject in his exposi- 
tion of the law : 

The subject of a legislative grant was 
one of very grave difliculty, and the con- 
stitutionality of the provisions relating 
to that will, I have no doubt, be the 
subject of discussion in the House. But, 
bo far as the bill is concerned, the at- 
tempt that was made by the Govern- 
ment was this: There were two aspects 
of the question, the sharing of the legis- 
lative grant, which was one of the rights 
udiudued primarily to tho Roman Catho- 
licViuority in Manitoba in the Privy 



AVe see that Mr. Kitchen, M.P.P., 
has given the following noticeof motion : 

" That in the opinion of this House 
the Provincial Board of Health is 
an unnecessary expense on the prov- 
ince, under present circumstances, and 
that the appointment of the members 
of the board should be cancelled." 

"We wonder if Mr. Kitchen has in- 
quired into the nature of boards of 
health and tried to find out what they 
have done in other countries. From 
expressions that fell from him, a few 
days ago, he seemed to be under 
impression that the Provincial Board 
of Health was established expressly for 
the purpose of preventing the importa- 
tion of cholera, smallpox and other con- 
tagious diseases from China and Japan. 
It is truo that if the Board of Health 
does its duty well the inhabitants of the 
Province need not fear the introduction 
of contagious diseases from China or any 
other country. In Great Britain it has 
been found that the action of the health 
authorities, besides conferring great 
benefits on the inhabitants of both town 
and country, rendersquarantine unneces- 
sary. When the local boards do their 
duty it is impossible for either cholera 
or smallpox, however it may he intro- 
duced, to do the community much harm. 

Mr. Kitchen and some other local 
politicians, who are very wise in their 
own conceit, appear to have no use for 
boards of health. They see in them 
nothing but expensive pieces of govern- 
mental machinery. They evidently be- 
lieve that every dollar spent on a board 
of health is a dollar lost to the province. 
These gentlemen differ from a British 
statesman, who, now that he is dead and 
gone, all Englishmen unite in speaking 
of as "great." This statesman was, dur- 
ing the first part of his public life, 
known as D'Israeli, and in his latter 
days as Lord Beaconsfield This eminent, 
experienced and enlightened British 
statesman said "The public health is 
the foundation on which repose the 
happiness of the people and the power 
of a country. The care of the public 
health is the first duty of a statesman.' 

The means which statesmen use to 
ascertain the state of the public heal tl 
and to devise ways of preserving it are 
boards of health. Such boards are es- 
tablished in all civilized countries and 
they have been found to be useful. They 
have preserved thousands upon thou- 
sands of human lives and made 
life better worth living. They 
have discovered that one-third of the 
deaths in these days are from diseases 
which are known to be preventable. 
That is, one death out of every three is 
caused by ignorance, neglect, careless- 
ness or pigheadedness. This is a seri- 
ous consideration for Mr. Kitchen and 
for the other gentlemen whom the peo- 
j pie of this Province and this Dominion 
I have entrusted with the care of the 
: health of the public. Many people seem 
! to forget that there are means which 
governing bodies only can use to pre- 
serve the public health, and means 
', which, we are thankful to say, have 
I proved to be efficacious. 

It was found at one time that British 
I soldiers in India died like flies, in fact, 
[ that the mortality among soldiers in 
barracks was eveiy where lamentably 
I great. Thirty-six years ago 69 soldiers 
out of every 1,000 serving in India died 
every year. Proper sanitary regulations 
were established and enforced, and the 
mortality was reduced to less then 15 in 
the 1,000. Here obedience to sanitary 
law saved annually the lives of 54 
soldiers in every 1,000. This in an army 
of 30,000 meant 1 ,uL'0, nearly equal to 
two regiments. 

The jails in Great Britain were once 
the nurseries of disease. The inmates 
were afllieted with a terrible disease 
known as jail fever. This disease was 
not always confined to the jails, ft was 
discovered that the prevalence of this 
disease was owing wholly to the in- 
sanitary condition of the prisons. The 
conditions were improved and now the 
prisons of England are healthier than 
the houses of the citizens. 

The same means which, without 
medicine of any kind, effected such great 
improvements in the health of the 
soldiers in garrison and the prisoners in 
jails, were in time applied by boards of 
health to the inhabitants of cities with 
the best results. We are told that: 

"In the seventeenth century the mor- 
tality of the city of London was 80 per 
1,000; in the eighteenth century it was 
50 per 1,000; in 1871 it was ^L'.li per 1,000 
and had been at this rate for some years 
previously ; but coincidental!}' with the 



nid cities of Great Britain the death 
rate has been lowered surprisingly by 
the action of boards of health. There is 
the same account to be given of the cities 
of continental Europe and of America, 
Boards of health of one kind 
and another arc considered a necessary 
of national and municipal government. 
In this Dominion every Province has its 
Board of Health, and the man who 
would propose to do away with them 
would be regarded as very much indeed 
of a back number. 

This Province of British Columbia 
needs a Board of Health quite as much 
as any other of the Provinces of the Do- 
minion. The public health in both 
town and country needs to be preserved. 
British Columbia has suffered very seri- 
ously already for the want of an 
efficient Board of Health. If there 
had been one in good working 
order when the smallpox was brought 
into the province, three years ago, it 
would not have been allowed to spread. 
The direct cost of that visitation must 
have been over $100,000, and the in- 
direct cost many times that sum. The 
money then lost for the want of a Pro- 
vincial Board of Health would have sup- 
ported, and liberally supported, one for 
at least a quarter of a century. If any- 
one had proposed the establishment of a 
Provincial Board of Health the year be- 
t j 10 I fore the smallpox visitation economists 
of the Kitchen calibre would have 
protested against its cost and declared 
that it was " an unnecessary expense un- 
der present circumstances." 

Mr. Kitchen's motion implies that 
the governments of the countries which 
have established boards of health have 
been recklessly extravagant, and also 
that the men who believe in the sani- 
tary regulations of countries and munici- 
palities are cranks and faddists. That 
gentleman's motion also implies that in 
bis estimation, he and those who think 
as he does about the expense of preserv- 
ing the public health are the people, and 
that wisdom will die with them.

Delegation of Northern River In- 
dians Visit Victoria to Crave 
Favor lor the Gift-Feast. 



If Necessary Will Fig-lit the Legality 
of Its Prohibition Through 
the Courts. 



Coucrlonicrate Deposit Containing: 
the Precious Metal Discovered 
at Lawn Hill. 



The Ground Being" Thoroughly Tested 
—It Can Bo Worked at 
Small Expense- 



One of the passengers who came down 
by the Boscowitz yesterday was Capt. 
J. A. Woods. He is a well known min- 
ing man, who is interested in the Koote- 
nay country and the object of his visit 
to the coast was to examine a new gold 
discovery in the Queen Charlotte islands 
in which he and some Vancouver peo- 
ple are associated. 

This new find is on Graham island 
right at the entrance of Skidegate inlet. 
There is a small mountain there some 
500 feet high known as Lawn Hill, fami- 
liar to mariners as a mark for the en- 
trance to the channel. The hill is of 
diorite covered with a deposit of a soft 
lime conglomerate. This deposit, covers 
some 500 acres. Capt. Woods made a 
number of tests by crushing and wash- 
ing, the result being that he got returns 
of from $5 to $12 a ton in gold. The gold 
is free and should more thorough pros- 
pecting bear out the tests al- 
ready made the deposit can 
be very easily worked. There are 
small pieces of quartz through the con- 
glomerate, but the deposit seems soft 
enough to crush with rollers without re- 
quiring stamps. Mr. Poudrier with a 
number of men is there at present hav- 
ing holes sunk to get some idea of the de- 
posit. 

Lawn Hill is close to the water and the 
working of the mine can be done very 
economically and cheaply by quarrying. 
This is a most promising outlook for a 
mine, and, should present prospects hold 
out, the property will pay splendid re- 
turns with comparatively easy work. As 
more attention is being paid to the coast 
by prospectors, it is becoming more and 
more evident that the mineral wealth of 
British Columbia is not all confined to 
the interior.

Amos Gosnell, William Jeffrey and 
Billy Williams, three intelligent and 
representative chiefs of the Naas River 
Indians, reuched Victoria yesterday by 
the arrival of the Boscowitz on business 
fraught with peculiar importance to not 
only their important tribe but to all the 
native races of British Columbia. Their 
mission is to place before the public the 
Indians' side of the story so fur as pot- 
laches in particular are concerned, and 
— such action being necessary — to test 
in the highest courts of the land the 
constitutionality of that portion of the 
Dominion statute relating to Indian af- 
fairs wherein the holding of " pet laches" 
or " gift feasts " is declared illegal and 
prohitcd under heavy penalties. It is 
the intention of the delegation, who 
come as the accredited representatives 
of 153 chiefs of the northern river na- 
tions, to retain legal advice this morn- 
ing and forthwith wait upon Mr. A. W. 
Vowell, superintendent of Indian n (fairs 
for British Columbia, with the object of 
presenting the following petition : 

" We your humble petitioners, being 
a deputation from our people living on 
the Naas river, beg that you will take 
such steps as will prevent clergymen and 
missionaries from interfering! with our 
people in the holding of potlaches, as 
Rev. J. A, McC ti Hough, of Naas river, has, 
we believe, unduly interfered with us in 
our holding or giving of potlaches. 'The 
holding of potlaches has been a custom 
prevalent among our people for many 
generations, and a method we have of 
showing our good will toward oucanother, 
and we believe that it is our right just 
as much as it is tho right of our white 
brethren to make presents to each other. 

"We assure you that our potlaches 
are conducted in the most orderly man- 
ner, and we expect to keep and 'do ob- 
serve the laws of our great and good 
mother, Queen Victoria, whom we all 
love. We not only feel very keenly this 
interference but we know that it is the 
opinion of many intelligent and good 
white men that the clergymen's med- 
dling in our affairs is very often uncalled 
for, and creates a feeling against them 
among us w.iich prevents the accom- 
plishment of any amount of good that 
might be realized to our advantage. By 
answering our supplications we, as in 
duty hound, will ever pray." 

This statement of the case was drafted 
as long ago as the 30th of last August, 
when the Northern tribes were notified 
of the changes in the Indian act pro- 
hibiting the potlach. Since then, how- 
ever, the authorities of the North have 
been energetic in the enforcement of the 
new law, hence the presence of Amos 
Jeffrey and his two companions in Vic- 
toria. Matters were brought to an issue 
so far as the Naas men are concerned, a 
little more than a month ago when a 
potlach was held about one mile above 
Rev. Mr. MeCullotmh's place. The 
clergyman, who is also a justice of the 
peace, promptly summoned six of the 
tribe including Scotteen, the head 
chief. The latter with Stephen 
Light, Stephen Gransey and 
Nis-kil-iskh, was according to the 
story of Amos and the two Williams, 
held prisoner in a dark cabin for four 
days prior to any court being held, and 
each of the Indians summoned was then 
lined $70 and costs. The reverend mag- 
istrate, as they understood him, gave the 
option to the prisoners hi paying these 
lines or of going to jail at Nanaimo for 
one year, the tribe at the same time to 
pay $'J0O for each man. It is a result of 
the apprehension, trial and sentence re- 
ferred to, that the head men of the 
northern tribes gathered in council and 
decided to send their representatives to 
Victoria to invoke the aid of the law. 
The tribes interested hav 3 plenty of 
money at command, and tli eir delegates 
have authority to spend liberally in 
order to accomplish the ol ject of their 
mission. > 

It was in the spring of last year that 
the Dominion government decided that 
the potlach must follow its contempor- 
aneous festival, " the tamanawas," into 
the list of aboriginal celebrations pro- 
scribed by Canadian law, and the agents 
of the Indian department lost no time 
in notifying their wards in British Col- 
umbia accordingly. From the first it 
has been questioned whether the pro- 
hibition would be or could be enforced, 
for the potlach has ever been 
the joy and delight of the West- 
ern Indian's soul, and the pros- 
pect that he would relinquish its 
pleasures without a struggle were not of 
the brightest hue. The "tamanawas" 
is still practised far up North, at the. 
heads of the rivers, in t he interior moun- 
tains—anywhere remote from civiliza- 
tion and beyond the reach of the officers 
of the law. And so doubtless it will be 
with the potlach — less barbarous by far.

Eemiuisceucea of a Pioneer -Victoria 
as She Appeared on His 
tfirst Arrival- 

The Hndaou Bay Company's Fort and 
Its Frequenters — A. Heterogene- 
ous Collection.

(Specially written for the Colonist.) 
The following is a very interestiriE dc 
scription by Mr. John Murray of his im 
preBBions of Victoria when lie first saw 
her, and of the conditions in which Lie 
and the arrivals in 1849 found them- 
selves : 

Out in the Straits of Fuca the fog had 
been thick, but the morning sun helped 
by a fresh breeze bad dispelled it all ; at 
the same time, however, bringing up 
from the northwest dense, dark clouds, 
that before I left the steamer had dia 
solved into a drizzling rain. I hail sent 
my chest and sailor's bag in a covered 
wagon; and as I donned my mackintosh 
and sou'wester and rolled up the bottom 
of my pants, I took a farewell iook at 
the old Panama — with her black, rust- 
streaked sides and smoke-stained rigging 
— that had brought us up so pleasantly 
from San Francisco. I had no company 
as I started up the muddy road for Vic- 
toria. Young was going round with the 
steamer, and all the other passengers 
that came ashore at Esquimau had gone 
up in vehicles of one kind or another. 
The road was bordered by deep woods, 
and only a few houses relieved the 
monotony of the way. The trees were 
hanging their heads, heavy with the 
steady drizzle. It was indeed a dreary 
walk that October afternoon. The only 
thing to bo heard was the constant drip 
from the evergreens of the accumulate ' 
drops of water on the undergrowth that 
lay thick beneath them ; or an occasional 
swash, swash as a stronger gust of wind 
would bring the ruin down with greater 
force among the swaying branches; or 
my own footsteps as I went splashing 
through the sticky mud and soapy pud- 
dles. I met two or three sailors with 
the name of the Queen's ship — then 
lying in Esquimalthabor — on their hats; 
the same old 

FRKK-AND-EASY JACK, 

with his swinging gait and cheery salu- 
tations that we meet with, no "matter 
what part of the world we may sail in ; 
a marine in his overcoat, walking 
straight, still and soldierly; and several 
Indians in their blankets, stout, intelli- 
gent looking fellows, who seemed to ben 
long way removed for the better from 
the Digger Indians that I had seen and 
lived beside in California. 

It was well on in the afternoon before 
a steady tramp of a little over an hour 
brought me out in the openagain ; the up- 
per end of Victoria harbor almost at my 
Icetand Victoriaitself beyond, lying green 
and inviting on the gentle rolling slope, 
spreading out in a straggling way from 
its nucleus, the old bastion-guarded fort, 
a conglomeration of wooden houses, cab- 
ins and canvas tents. Down and over a 
long wooden bridge, my road led me 
past houses little and big, in all stages 
of erection, with a hundred hammers 
rapping out their tattoes whilst a hun- 
dred saws were rasping out the chorus; 
no what is now called Johnson street. 
A deep ravine on one side made an open 
sewer, apparently the dumping ground 
for all the refuse of that part of the 
town. Down the main street I went to 
what is now Yates, wheie at the north- 
east corner o[ the junction of the two 
stood in those days a low sprangling 
house of a single story, bearing over the 
door that entered from Yatea street the 
legend that told the public that this was 
Bayley's Cottage Hotel, where good ac- 
commodation for man and boast might 
be had. Here my chest and bag pre- 
ceded me. Ah 1 entered I noticed that 
the floor was thickly covered with saw- 
dust, and that my traps were stacked up 
with a pile of other baggage. At one 
end of the room was a hall-circular bar, 
clean and neat, with a row of well- 
polished pots standing at one end of the 
counter; and behind, shelves furnished 
and decorated with bottles, decanters 
and glasses. The ceiling was low and 
the walls were adorned with sporting 
prints. Behind the bar stood a man in 
a white apron, with a smiling face, who, 
as I turned to ask him when supper 
would be ready, inquired 

" WHAT WILL VOl) HAVE, ST It 7 " 

at the same time putting his hand on 
one of the pewter pots. He looked at 
me with astonishment, and I fancy 
with some curiosity, when I answered 
him, "No, thank you, sir; I don't 
drink." It was the only answer I could 
give him, for I was a Good Templar in 
good standing, perhaps the only one 
then in British Columbia. I saw that 
he was greatly tickled, and by the wits' 
that he pointed me out to his customers 
and others, he no doubt thought that he 
bad discovered a rara avis; for in those 
days everyone took what he called his 
nip, and even some of the ladies thought 
it no harm to walk up to the counter 
with their husbands and have their 
glass of beer. 

It was here 1 first met With Robert 
"Wyllie. He had a stand at the 
other end of the barroom where he 
sold tobacco and other things. 
While waiting for the supper, I 
entered into conversation with him. He 
told me that he came from Paris, On- 
tario, and that his brother John, who 
came out with him, had gone up the 
country, where he himself was going 
soon. He was very boyish-looking, not 
the sign of a beard about his face — that 
was six-aud thirty years ago. Once or 
twice I liavo seen him since; and only a 
short time ago I heard that he was still 
in Cariboo, living 

A I.ONKI.Y LIKE IN A LONELY PLACE, 

oily making his appearance at long in- 
tervals to replenish at the store his 
stock of provisions and clothing, and 
known throughout the mines as the Her- 
mit of Sugar Creek. 

I had felt all that day what we call m 
Scotland "a wee hit dowie,' so I was 
Kind when supper was over to Blip away 
to bed, where I soon forgot everything 
in a deep, refreshing sleep 

As soon as I had breakfasted next 
morning I started out to see tor myself 



the place that I had heard so much 
about, and also to try and find some- 
thing to do, for my $10 gold piece was 
not going to Inst long at the Cottage 
hotel, and I had either to find work of 
some kind soon or a cheaper place to 
live in. I could see that there was 
plenty of work going on all over the 
town, but there was not much demand 
for men like myself whoso business was 
behind the desk or counter. Still if the 
work I knew best was not to bo had I 
wan willing to put my hand to any kind 
of hard work so as to tide over the 
coDiintr winter and give me a stake of 
some kind for the spring, when I deter- 
mined if possible to seo the mines and 
have a share of the precious dust that 
by all accounts was being so readily 
fo und. 

I remember when a boy of hearing 
sung a beautiful song, written by Henry 
Scott Kiddle, the first verse of which 
runs : 

"Confide ye aye in Providence, 

For Providence is kind ; 
And bear ye a' life's changes 

Wi' a calm an' tranquil mind. 
Though pressed and hemmed on every side, 

Ha' futtli an' yo'll win thro', 
For ilka blade o' grass 

Kaps its ain drap o' dew." 

Many and many a time in my life have 
I proved the truth that like a golden 
thread runs through this verse, that if 
we ha' 

FAITH AND TItOST IN PROVIDENCE, 
we are sure to win through. And with 
that October morning in 1859 came to 
me another proof of its reality; for Pro- 
vidence gave me a glint of sunshine be- 
hind the dark clouds, when 1 met my 
friend Jamie Sivewright, whom I had 
known und worked with in San Fran- 
cisco in the early part of the year. I 
was delighted when he said that 1 must 
come and stay with him in his cabin 
until I got something todo, and gladly I 
said yes. So we turned back, lor the 
man with the white apron at the Cot- 
tage hotel had to be settled with, and it 
took nearly a third of my golden eagle 
to pay his hill. 

The gold currency used on the Pacific 
slope in those days were two and a half, 
five, ten and twenty dollar pieces, and 
they were designated as the quarter 
eagle, half eagle, eagle, and double 
eagle. There were also outside of the 
eagle line the one dollar and three dol- 
lar gold pieces, and the fifty dollar slug, 
a massive looking, octagon shaped coin 
not often seen even then outside of Cali- 
fornia. 

Jamie and I between us carried my 
box and bag to his cabin, which stood 
somewhere [about the junction of Fort 
with Douglas street. There seemed to 
be no street laid out where it stood, 
only 

AN OPEN GftASSY COMMON, 

where cabins and tents were scattered 
in a promiscuous way. Jamie's cabin 
was like the most of those near by, 
newly built, of single boards, with the 
cracks battened ; inside, an iron stove 
stood in in the centre for both cooking 
and heating. Some had no stoves, but 
did their cooking outside. There were 
two double bunks at one end, one above 
the other; a table at the other end, with 
the only window in the house just above 
it; three or four home-made stools; a 
shelf or two on which lay in indiscrimi- 
nate disorder tins, dishes, parcels of 
uroeerres done up in paper, knives, forks 
and s|>oons, books and newspapers, 
woollen socks and underclothing. A 
frying-pan, a looking-glass and some 
clothing were hanging on the wall; two 
trunks in one of the corners, an axe and 
saw just inside the door; outside, a 
small wooden wash-tub standing on a 
block of wood — and there you have a 
picture of four-fifths of the cabins that 
lay thick around Victoria in 1859. 

Old Brown, one of the other occupants 
of the cabin — for there were three, and I 
now made the fourth — came in whilst 
we were talking over the latest news 
from the mines and the prospects ahead 
of us for another year. John Brown 
was not very old, not much over fifty, 
but by comparison with his associates, 
who were mostly young men, he was 
best known as Old Brown. Brown was 
a Sco'chman who had lived so long in 
Canada that lie could make almost any- 
thing out of wootl with an axe aiid 
auger. He was an active, jovial, 
sunshiny sort of a .fellow, re- 
minding me from the first of

fie hud always some great scheme in 
his head that never came to anything, 
with a fund of racy Scotch stories which 
he told in a happy way. lie was, take 
him all in all, a pleasant mate; but, 
alas ! he had one failing which some- 
times led him into trouble and always 
kept him poor — ,' he lo'ed ower weel the 
wee drappie o't." but whatever Brown's 
shortcomings and failures may have 
been, that day he was the bearer to us 
of good news; for he had about complet- 
ed a contract with Major Poster, of Es- 
quimau, tu chop and split on the Major's 
farm at Lake, ten thousand cellar rails. 
The price he was to give, twenty dollars 
a thousand, was not a very big price 
then, when cedar was scarce; but it was 
a winter's job, and if we were lucky we 
would have enough in the spring to take 
us tu the mines. Brown was to see the 
Major in two or three days with a refer- 
ence or recommendation, and sign the 
contract. So it was settled that Brown, 
Jamie and I were to be the company, 
our other cabin mate having a winter's 
job in town. 

After dinner, with Jamie as our guide, 
we went to see the town. The first 
point of interest was the Hudson's Bay 
Company's fort, the centre from which 
the town seemed to radiate. A high 
palisade of upright posts surrounding its 
four sides, was braced and bound to- 
gether inside with stout timbers, having 
a Smooth, upright surface outside, that 
would have been very difficult for tin 
enemy to scale. At each corner stood 

AN EIGHT-SIDED BASTION, 
built of squared timber, dovetailed and 
pinned together, with two rows of port- 
holes, the upper overhanging the lower, 
and each having a commanding sweep 
of both inside and outside the walls, 
while like watch dogs there were cannon 
still showing their muzzles through 
some of the portholes. A large gate lay 
open before us, through which we passed 
unchallenged. How changed from the 
early part of the year before, when it 
was closed and guarded, and only two at 
a time of either wqites or Indians being 
allowed to enter the fort to trade, while 
there had been times when a string of 
men might have been seen waiting 
outside the store for their turn to make 
their purchases. However those days 
had passed away ami they were glad to 
trade now with anyone in the usual 
way. 

Inside the walls there were houses 



great and small, built of logs, with four- 
sided roofs ; there were houses for stor- 
ing goods, stores where goods were sold, 
blacksmith's shop, coopers' shop, dwel- 
ling houses where the clerks and work- 
ing mon lived, and houses whose broken 
windows and open doors led us to be- 
lieve were deserted; a quadrangle in 
the centre where a tall ilag pole was fly- 
ing the union jack, and near it a belfry 
that contained a bell that was still used 
for telling the time. And although this 
obsolete fort with its stout walls and 
frowning bastions looked like a picture 
taken from one of Coopers' old world 
Indian stories, it really was the link that 
connected the 

OLD-TIME BAItBAIUSM 
with its Indian fur hunters, their feuds 
anil fights, and the new days when the 
gold that lay waiting the sluice and 
rocker of the wdiite man in the moun- 
tains and valleys of this new land, was 
to bring both the vices and the civiliza- 
tion of the East to its shores. 

We spent most of the afternoon in 
and around the fort, wondering at the 
piles of boxes we saw, watching the 
great bales and boxes of merchandise 
and bars of iron that were being dis- 
chaiged from the ship that had just ar- 
rived from England ; listening to the 
sailors siuging their chanties as they 
worked the hoisting tackle, and to the 
homely doric of the men of the fort 
which told us that most of them were 
sons of the misty islands of the North 
and West of Scotland. 

Next day Jamie went to work, and I 
concluded to take in the sights of the 
town alone. The whole population of 
Victoria did not then run up far in the 
thousands; yet there was quite a bustle 
and stir on the main street. The throng 
as it moved up and down consisted of 
all kinds and conditions of people, from 
the beardless stripling to the rough, 
sturdy-looking grey-beard: the oblique 
eyed Celestial with his pendant queue 
Bailed by; the Chilean mulateer and the 
Mexican vaquero were there ; the Kan- 
aka from the Sandwich islands, the Rus- 
sian from Sitka on the northern coast, 
the shiny blackfaced negro from the 
West Indies, the mulatto from the 
Southern States, the fair-haired Dane 
and Norwegian and the dark-fkinned 
Portuguese and Italian, Frenchmen, 
Germans, Englishmen and Yankees, 
Scotchmen and Irishmen. 

ALL WERE IN THE PROCESSION. 

There were grey-shirted miners, busi- 
ness men with their quick sten and pre- 
occupied air, Queen's soldiers and 
marines in the Oueen's uniform, In- 
dians slouching along wrapped in their 
blankets; and now and again a lady 
would pass by, making me feel that the 
town was not without at least a grain of 
the salt of civilized society. Houses 
were going up all round, and men were 
hammering away on them ; whilst horse 
teaiins were rumbling along the streets 
bearing loads of stones, lime or lumber 
that were being dumped down in all 
sorts of unexpected places. Altogether 
it was what would be called in Cali- 
fornia a place with some rustle in it. 
At the end of the main «treet now called 
Government, near the approach to a 
long wooden bridge that spanned the 
mud Hats ui James Bay, a fine house — 
one of the best I had seen in Victoria — 
was being built by Mr. Macdonald, the 
present senator. The entrance to the 
carriage drive, beginning almost at Gov- 
ernment street, wound through a garden 
that mem were busy laying out and 
where flowers,, shrubs and trees were 
being planted. This house is still in 
existence and known as the Douglas 
house. 

Across the wooden bridge and the 
mud flats on the left stood Governor 
Douglas's house, built in 1850; and up 
from the harbor atood

built in the Queen Anne style of archi- 
tecture. And tine they were; showing 
the forethought and energy of the gov- 
ernment of the day ; yet many in those 
days found fault with that same govern- 
ment for what they called their extrava- 
gance in squandering the people's money 
on buildings that were not needed, any- 
way for the next ten years. And ao 
history repeats itself; for to-day we see 
the same process of grumbling going on 
in regard to the replacing of those old 
worn-out historic buildings, by the grand 
new pile of masonry now being erected 
in their place. Tliere were about forty 
bouses big and little on that side of 
James Bay ; and from my point of van- 
tage from the water side, 1 could see the 
church on the hill that had been built 
three years before, in 1850. 

I met J nelson Young on my way home 
in the afternoon, and he told me that he 
had already found employment w ith Mr. 
Douglas in his office.- Mr. Douglas — the 
then head of the Hudson Hay Company 
in Victoria, and the Governor of British 
Columbia as well, and who later on for 
his eminent services to the state received 
from the Queen the honor of knighthood 
— as I saw him then, was a man that 
once seen would never be forgotten, lie 
was above the medium height, astutely, 
square-shouldered gentleman, with the 
flush of health on his. cheek, a (inn chin, 
with a kindly look from the windows of 
his heart; and as I afterwards found 
him, ti man blessed with a large stock of 
good common sense. He had a com- 
manding appearance in his blue half- 
military coat and gold banded cap; Lake 
him all in all, and looking as I. now do 
back through the vista of bygone years, 
I can truly say, that he was an ideal 
governor, and one of the grand men 
that the early days of British Columbia 
produced. It was 

SI It JA.VJiS DOUGLAS,. 

who, that very year, 185'.), had by his 
prudent counsels and firm stand, pre- 
vented the British Admiral from draw- 
ing Great Britain into a war with the 
United SLatea over the landing oi Gen. 
Harney with American troops on San 
Juan Island, which island had hereto- 
fore been looked upon as part of British 
Columbia and was then occupied by the 
Hudson Bay Company. The following 
extract from, the annual summary of the 
London Times for 1859 will explain the 
ai luation : 

" The congregation of desperadoes and 
adventurers attracted by the gold dis- 
coveries in British Columbia appears to 
have suggested to General Harney — an 
officer formerly connected with filibus- 
tering speculations — the design of ac- 
quiring a vulgar popularity by a wanton 
outrage against the English flag, with a 
small force, probably selected in the 
hope of inviting resistance. The intruder 
took possession of the disputed terri- 
tory, and the prudence of Mr. Douglas, 
the" Governor of Vancouver Island, alone 
averted a disastrous collision. The inso- 
lence of General Harney, though it was 
applauded by many journalists in all 
parts of the United States, was too iudo-

feasible to be adopted by the govern- 
ment of Washington.

for the benefit of any Republican or 
Democratic candidate." 

A year before this I caine up a pas- 
senger from Central America to Cali- 
fornia on the same steamship with Gen- 
eral Harney and his son, anil so I had an 
opportunity of seeing and forming an 
opinion of the two. They were tall men, 
both of them over six feet in height ; 
but here the likeness ended. The son 
was a pleasant, friendly, good-looking 
young fellow, making himself agreeable 
with everybody, whereas the father, an 
old Indian fighter, who had played his 
: part in many'a wild foray, and in many 
j bloody fight, was just as rough oi 
speech as he was rough in looks. He 
I was in fact what the old moss troopers 
would have called " a dour chiel " that 
few cared to speak to or meddle with. 

Next morning found me with a lunch 
in in v pocket rounding the flats at the 
head of James Bay on my way to Beacon 
Hill. The fringe of woods, as I climbed 
the slope, grew denser as occasional 
rambling thickets intervened. Open- 
ings there were where bedrock had 
shoved its smooth round, moss-covered 
back through the soil ; whilst here and 
there shot up the tall, green spike of a 
spruce or fir. And there was a rustle in 
the air that breezy morning as the scrub 
oaks shook out their autumn-painted 
leaves, and a rustle on the ground as my 
feet pressed the leafy carpet of the glade 
that ended at the

Hill, did I say? No, only a brae, a 
green homelike brae, with moss-covered 
rocks peeping out in places; and here 
and there, growing luxuriantly, a bunch 
of broom with its long needle-like green 
leaves — real Scotch broom. I could 
baldly believe it at first, but there it 
was, the broom of the knowes and braes 
of hame. My heart beat faster as I 
looked at it and handled it, and I went 
up the hill singing to myself: 

"Oh, the broom, the bonnie, Connie broom, 
The broom of Cowden knowes." 

It was only when I reached the top 
and sat down where tho beacon was wont 
to blaze which, when in line with an- 
other beacon on Holland Point, warned 
ships of the danger of Brotchie's ledge, 
and when I looked out across the wide 
waters of the Straits of Fuca io the great 
snow-clad Olympian range that stretched 
their w hite topB in rugged grandeur as 
far as I could see on either hand — it was 
only then that I realized that this was a 
new land, with new hopes and new as- 
pirations for me, a land of surpassing 
wealth and grandeur. 

I followed the footpath which led down 
the hill to the grassy road that seemed 
to stretch for miles east and west along 
the bank above the beach. Here the 
grateful smell ot the salt water came 
tingling in my nostrils, making the blood 
course faster through my veins, just as 
the first fresh whiff of it does to ail who 
like myself have spent their boyhood 
days within 

THE SOUND OF THE SB A. 

My eye traced away to the east a long 
reach of open beach, on w hich the waves 
were beating with force; and piles of 
driftwood were lying above water mark, 
whilst rafts of it were floating close to 
the shore, all ending in a rocky head- 
land, with a rocky island (Trial island) 
out beyond in the Strait; and in the far 
horizon, still to the east, the snowy cap 
of Mount Hood, in Washington terri- 
tory .showed up in the distance. Before 
me and to the west it was a rocky shore, 
with wee, cosy-looking rock-bound bays, 
where the water outside broke into 
showers of spray ; whilst inside it only 
lapped on the sands. In one of these, 
seated on a high rock, I ate my lunch, 
and watched, slowly moving in the dis- 
tance, a wdiite sail. It was almost 
across the Straits, that are here about 
eighteen miles wide. I spent the after- 
noon in the woods and on the roads 
and by the farm houses — there were 
only four on that side of James bay then 
— and towards evening I found my way 
to our cabin, where Old Brown told us 
that the rail contract was all signed and 
settled, and to-morrow we would have 
to get ready for a move to the woods.

NORTHERN MAIL SERVICE. 

To the Editor : — The steamer Topeka 
arrived from Alaska on Sunday, the lu'th 
instant, stopping, as usual, at the outer 
wharf. She curried mail for Victoria 
from Alaska and Cassiar, which, how- 
ever, was not landed here, but taken to 
Port Townsend, from where it was sent 
back here again the following Tuesday. 
It is now impossible to reply to this mail 
as the Topeka sails again to-day, while 
the outgoing mail, which has also to be 
sent to Port Townsend first, closed 
already yesterday. This is only a single 
instance of our prevailing mail commu- 
nication with Alaska and Cassiar. 

That there is considerable trade be- 
tween here and that territory is plainly 
demonstrated by the fact that the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company's steamers 
make it tlieir first and last port of call. 
I am sure that Victoria cannot afford to 
lose any trade, and should therefore not 
allow such ridiculous mail service, 
which places it at great disadvantage 
with Sound ports and often results in 
great financial losses to those particu- 
larly interested in the fur business, in 
which line the fluctuations in values are 
so great that Victoria merchants cannot 
compete with those who have such odds 
in their favor. H. G.

One new notice was handed ir*. yes 
terday of motion to be made it 
the legislature, which, after two 
days' recess, meets this afternoon 
It is by Mr. Semlin, as follows 
"That it is the opinion of this house 
that more than one commissioner 
should have been appointed for 
the revision of the statutes. That 
any changes from* the law as it at 
present stands, suggested by the com 
missioner, should have been first sub 
mitted to this bouse, and should not 
have been included in the revision it 
self, until and only so far as such pro 
posed changes bad been adopted by this 
house. And that proper precaution 
should be taken by the government to 
ensure the work being done at the least 
expense compatible with the importance 
of the work." 



As a demonstration the public meet- 
ing in the city hall last evening was a 
decided success. Ladies and gentlemen 
interested in the affairs of the schools 
and the teachers attended in numbers 
sufficient to well II 1 1 the council cham- 
ber, and there appeared to be 
great unanimity of opinion. The 
meeting had been called for the 
speeilic purpose of discussing the fee 
of $10 a year proposed to be charged 
high school pupils, but a resolution 
offered at the outset made it in order 
also to take up the reductions in the 
salaries of the teachers. A good deal of 
time was wasted by several speakers in 
incidentally dwelling upon the " single 
tax," and irj narrations of personal his- 
tory, so that there was not opportu- 
nity for some of the school trustees, 
who no doubt would have liked to do so, 
to put the arguments on their side of 
the case before the meeting. Only two 
of them were heard from — the chairman, 
who spoke in justification of the action 
of the majority, and Mrs. Grant, 
who told why 'she could not agree 
with her fellow trustees in the 
action they had taken. This lady made 
the speech of the evening, setting a 
splendid example by strictly confining 
her remarks to the points at issue, 
avoiding personalities, and earning the 
most uberai applause from all parts of 
the hall by the sentiments she so clearly 
expressed and the business-like way in 
which she bandied the subjects uadet 
discussion. This was Mrs. Grant's first 
appearance before a great many of her 
constituents, and she certainly made 
friends amongst her new acquaintances. 

The proceedings opened by Mr. C. E. 
Redfem moving that Mayor Heaven 
take the chair. Having come forward 
in response to a chorus of "ayes," His 
Worship made an address explaining 
why he had called the meeting, in 
response to a reiiuisuion asking for a 
public discussion of the imposition of a 
fee for high school education. He sup- 
posed the proper course would be first 
of all to eall upon the trustees, and such 
being the wish of the meeting he would 
do so. 

Mr. I). Spragge here came forward 
with this resolution: " Whereas in the 
history of our public schools this is the 
first meeting called specially to discuss 
school matters ; and whereas it is im- 
possible to discuss the High school ques- 
tion without touching on other depart- 
ments, I beg to move that discussion on 
all educational matters be in order." 
This was carried unanimously and the 
Mayor called on the chairman of 
the school board. 

Mr, Charles iiayward coming forward 
in response, said he understood the 
meeting had been asked for by some 
persons who disagree with certain ac- 
tions of the school trustees, and before 
he and those of his colleagues who were 
present addressed the meeting he 
thought it should be made apparent to 
the meeting who are these gentlemen 
who complain and what their complaints 
are about. (Applause.) 

Mr. Munroe Miller, to give the trus- 
tees something to talk about, moved this 
resolution, seconded by Mr. Berridge : 

" Whereas the board of school trus- 
tees of the city of Victoria have, to the 
detriment of education, availed them- 
selves of the authority contained in sec- 
tion 38 of the school act, which author- 
izes the trustees to impose a tuition fee 
on scholars attending high schools, and 
as the boards of school trustees of other 
cities do not avail themselves of the 
same section, the comparison shown is 
most disadvantagaous to the city of Vic- 
toria: Therefore be it resolved, That 
the Minister of Education be by this 
meeting requested to eliminate said sec- 
tion 38 from the school act; and be it 
further resolved, that the representa- 
tives of this city in the legislature be 
informed of the wishes of this meeting 
and that they be urgently requested to 
use their utmost endeavors in the house 
and with the government to secure the 
repeal of said section 88 of the school 
act." 

In support of the resolution Mr. Miller 
entered into a mathematical calculation 
of what it costs the parents of this pro- 
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vince to maintain their children, a. n d 
made a pathetic appeal that the expense 
of high school education be not added jn 
the manner proposed. 

Mr. Berridge, the seconder, said he 
had always held that free education, is 
the grandest democratic institution in 
Canada, and he considered that the im- 
position of a high school fee was a bl w 
at this most glorious institution. If 
the intentions of the school trustee's 
were good, it must be remembered 
where the way paved with good inten- 
tions leads to. He felt that there wflS 
behind this action a dark and evil power 
in the city which should bo spoken 
against with the tongue of scorpions. 
He held that the high school fee and the 
reduction of the teachers' salaries Were 
unwise, unjust and unnecessary. He 
denied that the people were liable to pe 
over-educated — that education would 
unfit them for mechanical or any other 
occupations, and instanced his own ease, 
for alter receiving a good education n e 
iifld learned the trade of a black- 
smith. If the government only 
took the taxation from the 
right source there would be mo lle y 
enough to give not only a /.rye 
education but a better education 
than has hitherto been available. The 
black thing behind the trustees to whieh 
he had referred was the Municipal lie- 
form Association, whom he blamed ajjo 
for having had the lands sale bill intro- 
duced in the house, and whose object he 
described in terms not complimentary 
to this ''anti-reform association'' 
as he described it, lie next 
gave some personal attention to Trus- 
tees Belyea and Hay ward, and stated 
that the latter had let the eat out of the 
bag when he said the teachers bad ll0 t 
the eame interest in the taxation .is 
" the large ratepayers." Many of these 
he said are absent in London and else- 
where, and the rents that are sent out to 
them lor the use of natural opport unities 
are so much robbery. He was speaking 
in eulogistic terms of Charles Bradjaugh, 
Henry George, Col. In B ersoll, Eugene 
Debs "and other advocates of the princi- 
ple of land taxation of which be ap- 
proved, when several voices called him 
to order, saying that Mr. Berridge should 
stick to the point. He thereupon took n js 
seat amidst a renewal of the warm ap- 
plause which from time to time be na d 
received from many sympathisers in the 
audience. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson agreed with very lit- 
tle that Mr. Berridge had said, . but be 
did agree with this, that the inspiration 
did come to the trustees from t tie 
Municipal Reform Association, against 
w hom he did not say a word, because he 
intended to belong to tbem, unless lie 
is blackballed. What were the motives, 
he asked, which prompted the school 
trustees to come forward'.' He thought 
the trustees have done wrong ; that they 
should first have examined into the con- 
dition of the High school. They Would 
have found there pupils who have been 
two or three years in the higher 
divisions, waiting lor positions as teach- 
ers, and it is these who have been creat- 
ing the unnecessary expense. He did 
not think the reduction of the teachers' 
salaries should be discussed here, he- 
cause he pointed out that people 
of till classes in this city and 
province have had their incomes c ut 
down during the past three years— 
and very many taxpayers have n ot 
cheques for their services or for goods 
they have supplied, waiting for them at 
the end of every month as the teachers 
have. If they are getting fair living pay 
they should" be satisfied. Taxpayers 
generally have been asking for reduc- 
tions in the teachers' salaries, in the 
city ball stall' and in the police force. 
He thought, however, there should be a 
culling out — the better teacher the better 
pay; and that the school inspectors), the 
superintendent and the minister of 
education should also submit to n re- 
duction. 

The resolution was put and carried, 
only a few " no's " being heard. 

PLEBISCITE ASKED FOIL 

Aid. Marchant then moved a resolu- 
tion expressing regret that it is pro- 
posed to impose a fee for attendance at 
the high sciiool, and asking that the 
plan be not put in operation until the 
matter hail been submitted to a plebis- 
cite of the ratepayers. The mover gaid 
that since the high school fee had not 
been mentioned during the recent elec- 
tions tiie people ought to be allowed a 
chance to pronounce upon the matter. 
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He warmly advocated absolutely free 
education in the high school as well 
as the public schools, for he pointed 
out that many of the children 
enter the high tchool at eleven or 
twelve years of age, at which it cannot be 
said that their education should cease. 
Ho calculated that the average working- 
man paid only about 87 cents last year 
for tne support of the high school, and 
he asked what workingman would 
grudge that; and the land owners paid 
only 50 cents for each thousand dollar 
lot they possessetl. He claimed that the 
cry for cheaper education does not come 
from residents. He read from the list 
of studies to show that the high school 
is not a high school at all, but on I}' a 
higher form of the public schools, ex- 
cept in the case of a few subjects in the 
more advanced classes. To impose a 
high school fee, which will be a hard- 
ship to many poor families, will not 
materially affect the taxation of the 
workingmen here, but will simply re- 
duce the taxation of absentee land- 
holders. Their land is valued at $2,000,- 
000, upon which they have put the pal- 
try improvements of $128,000. lie felt 
confident of the result if the matter 
were submitted to a plebiscite as pro- 
posed in the resolution. 

Rev. 1'. II. MeEwen seconded the re- 
solution. He regarded the proposed 
high school fee as simplva fine upon the 
parents who have children in the high 
school, and a retrograde movement 
which he must oppose. 

Mr. Hay ward, chairman of the school 
board, then came forward. He men- 
tioned the unlimited authority con- 
ferred upon the school boards in the 
matter of their demand upon the eitv 
councils for the purposes of education, 
and their duty to cautiously exercise the 
power conferred upon tbem. The an- 
nual cost of education to this 
province he calculated at $350,000, 
and he thought it better to attempt 
to adjust the amount to the fair re- 
source:; of the country rather than, for 
instance, to auction off lands to pay for 
it as proposed by the government. lie 
thought the teachers have not been un- 
fairly dealt with, tliough no doubt it 
will be hard to make them believe it. 
He thought it would not he disputed 
that $85 a month is as good in this city 
to-day as $100 was two or three years 
ago — perhaps better, the necessaries of 
life and house rents also having been 
greatly reduced. A reduction was made 
in Vancouver a year ago, in the aggre- 
gate of Hi. 01 per cent.; the 
reduction a year later in Victoria is 
1 1.58 per cent, He noticed a calculation 
of the average monthly salary per teacher 
on the printed handbills distributed at 
the door this evening, and wished to say 
that they are not quite correct or fair, 
as in the ease of Victoria several moni- 
tors at $30 are included, while the low- 
est salary paid to a teacher is $50 a 
month. He read from the school act 
to show that it is the duty of the trustees 
to make provision for the|high school ed- 
ucation of children whose parents can- 
not afford to pay for them, and such 
being the case it would not be the poor 
but tiie well-to-do who will have to pay 
the fee imposed. He read a list of the 
occupations of the parents of the chil- 
dren now attending the higli school, thus 
showing that there are very few work- 
ingmen among them, and that nearly all 
the parents are well able to pay. Prin- 
cipal Paul had told him that of the 1-lti 
children in the school, about nine would 
have to leave it if called upon for the 
fee. These nine it would be, Mr. 
Iiayward said, the duty of the 
trustees to look after. A recent report 
from the Liberal minister of education 
for the Province of Ontario throws light 
upon the matter of fees for high schools, 
which it will he seeu is not a new idea. 
Hon. (.i. W. Ross shows in this report 
that from year to year the percentage of 
fees to the cost of education is being in- 
creased. If the system of charging a 
fee is growing in Ontario it cannot be so 
very wrong in this city. In Toronto 
they have three collegiate institutes, 
ami the annual fee is $20 for residents 
and $20 for non-residents. >V*hile the 
first object of putting on the fee in Vic- 
toria is to relieve the public treasury to 
that extent, he believed it would benefit 
the schools by causing the parents to 
take a greater interest in seeing 
that their children are properly 
getting the education for which 
they aro paying. Me thought that 
if the trustees ate left alone they will be 
able to regulate the matter so that those 
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pupils who are allowed free attendance 
at the high schools will not appear in 
the position of paupers, a certain num- 
ber of scholarships being placed at the 
disposition of the board to award as may 
seem desirable, while others will be 
offered as prizes for those who head their 
classes at the annual examinations. 

Aid. Maemillun thought it would bo a 
humiliating thing for a child who could 
not pay to be placed alongside a child 
who could and did, and would tend to 
make paupers of the children. He ad- 
vocated that, instead of putting on a fee 
the school hoard should follow the ex- 
ample of Ontario in supplying school 
books free. 

Mr. Scaife expressed the opinion that 
the trustees acted improperly in cutting 
down the salaries of the teachers with- 
out reducing the cost of telephones and 
other expenses. He thought this was 
not the time to take a retrograde move- 
ment. II is principle was, "When you 
have got a good thing, hang on to it like 
grim death," arid he sympathised with 
the teachers in hanging on to their 
salaries. 

Trustee Mrs. Grant being called for 
went up to the platform amidst great 
applause. ,She said that when the mat- 
ter of cutting down the salaries of 
the teachers was brought before the 
school board she was opposed to it, be- 
cause she felt that to have good teachers 
good salaries must be paid. Though 
prices have been reduced here, the high- 
est salaries have not been in proportion 
to those paid in Eastern Canada. She 
had also opposed the high school fee. 
(Applause.) .She thought the object 
should be to make the schools more ef- 
fective and to make them free for all, so 
that those who cannot afford to send 
their children to college could have for 
them the same advantages as are open to 
those who could. She thought that rad- 
ical changes such as this should have 
been proclaimed by the candidates be- 
fore the election. (Great applause.) 
Then there would have been no 
question as to whether they were 
the voice of the people or 
whether those who advocated these 
changes were talking through their hats 
and bonnets. (Laughter and applause.) 

Mr. E. E. Wootton, as a former pupil 
of the high school, spoke in favor of 
keeping that a free institution, for the 
benefit of those whose parents cannot 
afford to pay for them. 

Mr. B. H. West spoke in favor of n 
free school system, made more efficient 
instead of being impaired as proposed. 
Ho had been instrumental in 
calling this meeting, and did 
so because of the influence 
which ho bad heard was behind the 
trustees. He thought that this is only 
one of the aspects of the great economic 
question before the people. He was 
proceeding to discuss Mr. Forbes Ver- 
non's office in London, when tumultu- 
ous cries of "Question I" side-tracked 
this point. 

A gentleman rising in the audience 
when Mr. West had taken his seat, 
was forced by the 'cries of " platform " 
to proceed thither. He said ; " I have 
as many fads as ony oilier man, but I 
have them in nay pocket. I rose to sug- 
gest that the resolution be put, so that 
we may go home." (Great applause.) 

The question was put and carried, 
there being only a very faint response 
when the "contrary " was called for. 

TEACHERS JIEAItl) FltOM. 

Principal McNeill of the North Ward 
school came forward to correct the state- 



ment made by Trustee Iiayward as to 
the percentage of reduction, which he 
figured at 14 and a fraction. He defied 
any man to contradict this calculation, 
and as a teacher drawing and earning 
his pay every month, he asserted his 
right to look after his own interest. He 
said the teachers would not have 
"kicked" — to use the chairman's 
expression — against a general rediie- 
tion of 10 per cent., as shown by the 
fact that not a word came from tbem 
when the trustees sent in their first 
estimate indicating that reduction. He 
denied that there was any threat of a 
strike in the letter sent by the teachers 
to the board. 

Miss Cameron next came forward 
amidst applause. She said she consid- 
ered it scarcely fair to let Mr. McNeill 
hear the on us of the action of the teach- 
ers' institute. She denied that there 
were any inaccuracies in the memorial 
sent by the institute to the boara, 
and if Mr. Iiayward, who had 
made this statement, would prove it 
true she would publicly apologise as 
she now publicly charged the trustees 
with speaking untruths about this 
memorial. As a former pupil of the 
High school she protested against the 
imposition of a fee. As to the salaries 
of the teachers stated on the handbills 
distributed, she elaimed.that it was per- 
fectly fair to include the monitors, a s 
they are teachers like the rest, the term 
monitor being only an excuse for paying 
them less than they earn. (Laughter and 
applause.) She thought the cut made 
was too large, and the new salaries 
out of proportion to those paid else- 
where in this province — the average 
teacher here being offered $10 per month 
less than the average teachers in other 
parts of the province. The principal of 
the school in Wellington gets $85 a 
month — the salary proposed to be given 
to her and to Mr'. McNeill. She criti- 
cised the statement that 39 teachers do 
not pay taxes— 35 of these are women 
who no doubt woald be willing to pay 
the capita tax if they got the franchise 
with it. She" admitted that 
these 30 teachers are not real 
estate monopolists. (Laughter.) There 
are only 13 men amongst the teachers; 
if all had been men, making 50 voters, 
no doubt they would have received bet- 
ter treatment. She contended that the 
teachers' money is not only well earned 
but well spent in the city. " Will cut- 
ting the teachers' salaries help to better 
business in this city? " she concluded. 
" If it will, cut them." (Great laughter 
and applause.) 

Trustee Iiayward read the particulars 
by which he arrived at the conclusion 
that the reduction will be as he previ- 
ously stated, and not as declared by Mr. 
McNeill. 

Mr. McNeill offered to loave the de- 
cision with Mayor Heaven. 

Trustee Yates was called for, but rising 
in his place in the audience he simply 
moved a vote of thanks to the chairman 
— the hour being very late, 11 :30 p-ni, 

Mr. C. E. Renouf took the platform 
ami offered a resolution declaring that 
the recent action of the trustees in re- 
ducing the teachers' salaries is not con- 
ducive to the best interests of education, 
and that they be requested to reconsider 
the same. He spoke in support of this 
anil also relative to the high school. 

Mr. I>. Spragge seconded the resolu- 
tion. It was carried without a dissent- 
ing voice and the meeting adjourned at 
11:40 p.m.
